FOUND GUILTY OVER 
‘BARBARIC’ MURDER 


TWO people will be sentenced later this month 
for a ‘barbaric and murderous attack’ that left a 
man dead. 

Vincent Harty, 39, of Wakering Avenue, 
Shoebury, was found guilty of murdering Roy 
Sly at The Old Bailey last Wednesday. 

Lisa Turner, 32, of Snakes Lane, Eastwood, had 
previously pleaded guilty to the charge. 

The pair will return The Old Bailey on 
Thursday, December 20, for sentencing. 

Another man, Peter Smith, 37, of Furnace Row, 
in Troedyrhiw, Merthyr Tydfil, appeared on trial 
alongside Harty, but was found not guilty. 

The body of 53-year-old Mr Sly, who was 
known to Harty and Turner, was found inside his 
flat in Station Road, Westcliff, on Tuesday, 
January 10, this year. 

Senior Investigating Officer, Detective Chief 
Inspector Godfrey O’Toole, who is now retired 
from the force, said the ‘barbaric and murderous 
attack inflicted’ upon Mr Sly was sustained over 
a long period of time with an extreme level of 
torturous violence. 

“I am in no doubt it was intended by his attack¬ 
ers to cause as much pain, suffering and fear as 
was possible,” he said. 

“No mercy was given to this frail and vulnera¬ 
ble man at the time and not an ounce of remorse 
has been shown since by any those convicted of 
his murder. 

“Throughout this investigation and the trial, 
where they were exposed to some of most grue¬ 
some detail of what took place, Roy’s family 
have behaved with the utmost dignity and 
restraint. 

“I sincerely hope that these convictions will 
bring about a degree of closure them. They have 
done Roy proud.”

THE family of Roy Sly have 
paid tribute to him but said 
there had been no winners in 
his murder. 

A spokesman for the family 
said he was a ‘very dear father, 
grandfather, son and brother’. 

They said: “We will always 
love and miss Roy. 


“We will never forget the 
horrific attack Roy was 
subjected too. He may have had 
a drink problem, but he had a 
heart of gold. 

“Roy would have done 
anything for anyone. 

“He showed special 
consideration to his 92-year-old 


mother whom he had helped 
care for many years before she 
went into a home. 

“Mum still asks for Roy 
almost a year on. We just say 
‘he has gone away’. 

“Roy had been trying hard to 
turn his life around. He had 
many work placements, 


including at a children’s hospice, 
looking after the grounds. 

“A few months prior to Roy’s 
death he had completed a 
forklift course which he passed. 

“All this and so much more 
has been taken away from Roy. 
Our lives will never be the 
same without him.”

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Councils unite to condemn 
Royal Mail’s new proposals

LEADERS of councils in Southend 
and Rochford have united over their 
disgust of the Royal Mail closing sort¬ 
ing offices in their areas. 

Royal Mail will be shutting five of 
its sorting offices in Leigh, Shoebury, 
Canewdon, Great Wakering and 
Rochford. 

Chief executive of Southend 
Council, Rob Tinlin, wrote to Royal 
Mail in October requesting an urgent 
meeting after it announced plans to 
close the offices. 

A meeting was due to take place at the 
Civic Centre last Wednesday, attended 
by Mr Tinlin and the leaders of all four 
political groups on the council to dis¬ 
cuss their opposition to the proposals 
with a senior member of Royal Mail’s 
management team and talk about possi¬ 
ble alternative solutions. 


However, Royal Mail sent two mem¬ 
bers of staff without the authority to 
make decisions or alter the proposals 
to inform the Southend delegation that 
was publicly announcing the closures 
the following day. 

Southend council leader Nigel 
Holdcroft said he was appalled and 
shocked by Royal Mail’s behaviour. 

He said: “With regards to this matter, 
it has the horrible feel of a stitch-up 
about it. 

“Royal Mail announced in October 
that it intended closing the sorting 
offices and consolidating all its sorting 
office functions at its Short Street base 
in Southend. 

“It appears to have taken absolutely 
no account of the affect this would 
have on the five communities con¬ 
cerned, let alone the logistical difficul¬ 
ties it would cause in Short Street. 

“At the meeting with myself, the 


other three group leaders and Rob we 
expected a senior Royal Mail official 
to attend to listen to our concerns. 

“Instead two representatives without 
the authority to make alterations to the 
current proposals were sent to tell us 
the closures would be publicly 
announced the very next day and that 
Royal Mail had no obligation to con¬ 
sult with anyone over them.” 

The leader of Rochford District 
Council, Terry Cutmore, said Royal 
Mail management should appreciate 
that it is withdrawing a vital resource 
for the community. 

“The elderly, disabled people, our 
local businesses and those without 
available transport, particularly in our 
rural communities, depend on them,” 
he said. “To withdraw such vital facil¬ 
ities from the Rochford District is 
short-sighted and will have no positive 
impact in the area. 


"I believe this stance will lose them 
their reputation and much of their 
business as other private providers will 
be the only ones to benefit.” 

Royal Mail has confirmed it will be 
moving operations to Short Street, 
Southend, in early 2013. 

Its delivery director for the Southend 
area, Steve Molloy, said the relocation 
of the offices is part of Royal Mail’s 
ongoing modernisation programme. 

He said: “It is vital to put our busi¬ 
ness on a sound, secure and sustain¬ 
able footing for the future. 

“Our service to customers will con¬ 
tinue to be a top priority during these 
changes and further details will be 
available in advance of the moves. 

“Customers can be reassured that we 
will do all we can to minimise disrup¬ 
tion to customers and ensure we main¬ 
tain the high level of service they 
expect and deserve from Royal Mail.”

Gang jailed for £1 million ‘heist’ 


A LORRY driver from Westcliff has been sent to 
prison for three and a half years for his part as 
the ‘inside man’ in a million pound bullion heist. 

Brian Mulcahy, 46, of Grosvenor Road, was a 
member of a gang of six who were sentenced to 
23 years for their part in the robbery. 

The Old Bailey heard how the meticulously 
planned ‘inside job’ first came to light when 
Brian Mulcahy, 46, an international lorry driver 
from Westcliff-on-Sea, was found locked in his 
firm’s bullion security van, claiming to have 
been the victim of a vicious armed robbery in 
Wetteren, Belgium. 

The court heard on Friday that David 
Chatwood, 58, of Sawyers Grove, Brentwood, 
and John Corley, 53, of, Biggin Hill, in Kent, 
were the organisers believed to be responsible 
for putting the team together and planning the 
heist. Mulcahy was the inside man, the driver of 
the lorry with the bullion on board. 

His lorry route took him to Belgium on a reg¬ 


ular basis, providing him with ample opportuni¬ 
ty to locate the best place to carry out the theft. 

Corley, Gary Steven Cummings, 51, of Anne 
Way, Romford, and Matthew Middleton, 42, of 
Loughton Way, Buckhurst Hill, were the ‘rob¬ 
bers’; they carried out the fake hijacking and 
robbery of the bullion in Belgium, after travel¬ 
ling abroad on a coach from London Victoria, 
taking their golf clubs as cover. 

An integral part of the team, Stanley Rose, 75, 
of Iver Road, Pilgrims Hatch, Brentwood, was in 
charge of logistics. He booked hotel rooms and 
looked after the gold and silver once stolen. 

David Gale, 66, of Parkfields, Epping, was a 
senior member of the gang with Corley and 
Chatwood. He liaised with Rose and his job was 
to arrange and oversee the viewing and testing 
of the bullion. 

On October 4, 2011, Belgian police discov¬ 
ered Mulcahy locked up in the back of his lorry 
in Wetteren, Belgium. 


He claimed he had been the victim of an 
armed robbery, that his lorry had been hijacked 
and unknown suspects had stolen part of his 
cargo. 

The stolen cargo was 25 kilos of gold bullion 
and 150 kilos of silver with an estimated value 
of flmillion. 

Rose booked two hotel rooms and stored the 
stolen gold and silver bullion in the rooms while 
he waited or Gale to make contact to arrange for 
the gold to be viewed and tested. 

All six men were charged with conspiracy to 
steal with Chatwood and Rose sentenced to four 
years, Corley to six, Mulcahy to three years and 
six months, and Cummings and Gale to three 
years. Middleton is due to be sentenced at a later 
date for the same charge. 

Detective Superintendent Steve Ratcliffe from 
the MPS Special Projects Team said: “This was 
a very well planned and sophisticated criminal 
venture.”

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New police boss: ‘I’m not 
here to toe the Tory line’ 

Last month Nick Alston was sworn in as the first ever Essex Police and Crime Commissioner. During his three-and-a-half year 
term he will control the force’s budget, set policing priorities across the county and be responsible for hiring and firing chief 
constables. When Yellow Advertiser reporter Charles Thomson visited Mr Alston at the beginning of his third week in the role, 
he spoke about looming police cuts and accusations that his election would politicise the police force. 


TURNOUT for last month’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner election was the 
worst in UK history. The proportion of 
eligible voters who took to the polls in 
Essex - 12.8 per cent - was lower than 
the national average. The YA was 
flooded with letters and calls from 
readers in the lead-up to the election, 
complaining that they knew next to 
nothing about the impending contest. 

Two weeks before the election, the 
YA published a Q&A with every can¬ 
didate. We were once again inundated 
with calls and letters, this time thank¬ 
ing us for our helping readers make an 
informed choice. Among the letters 
was one from winner Nick Alston, 
telling us that our coverage was the best 
he had seen. 

Low turnout was in part down to 
many people boycotting the election, 
claiming it would politicise the police. 
I put the argument to Mr Alston when I 
meet him in his Chelmsford office. 

“It is a political role,” he says. “There’s 
no getting away from the fact that it’s 
political. Everyone is electing someone 
to represent them. That’s politics.” 

He considered running as an inde¬ 
pendent, but decided that running as a 
Conservative would be most honest. 

“I wasn’t a member of the 
Conservative Party,” he says. “But I’ve 
always voted Conservative. I am a 
Conservative. But the joy about this 
role is that I’m beholden to nobody 
except the electorate. There’s no party 


whip. I’m not here to plug a Tory line. 
I’m here as me.” 

It is only Mr Alston’s third week in 
office and he is already ensconced in 
next year’s budget. I ask him if any part 
of the role has come as a shock so far. 
He replies: “The depth of the financial 
challenge.” 

Essex pays less money 
to police from its council 
tax than any other county 
in England. In the next 
budget, government fund¬ 
ing for police will be 
slashed. Mr Alston will be 
responsible for deciding 
how much the county’s 
council tax precept will 
rise - but even if he opts 
for the maximum, he can¬ 
not mitigate the shortfall 
created by the coalition’s 
cuts. 

The situation has reaf¬ 
firmed his belief that it was time for the 
Essex Police Authority to be scrapped. 

He explains: “We have the lowest pre¬ 
cept in the country. Even if we put it up 
by the maximum we’re allowed, every¬ 
one else will put theirs up too. So 
there’s nothing I can do to close the gap. 

“If we paid the average council tax 
precept instead of the lowest, it would 
pay for 500 extra police officers. I can’t 
criticise decisions taken previously 
because I wasn’t there. But it’s left us in 
a pretty exposed position.” 



The consequence, he says, will 
almost inevitably be redundancies in 
the New Year. 

“It’s going to be tough,” he warns. 
“They’ve been taking efficiencies out 
of Essex Police for quite a long time 
now. So it’s going to be tight.” 

The shrinking budget will 
also leave Mr Alston facing 
difficult choices about 
which crimes to tackle. 
Arguably Essex’s biggest 
• problem is burglary, which 
has risen steadily in many 
areas in recent years - but 
Mr Alston says there is lit¬ 
tle he can do to tackle it. He 
would rather channel 
resources into tackling the 
high number of deaths and 
injuries on the county’s 
highways. 

“If you’re a good burglar 
and you don’t leave a foren¬ 
sic trail, you’re not going to get caught 
unless somebody grasses you up,” he 
says. 

“I would rather have a really good 
information campaign to members of 
the public to buy a decent lock on your 
front door. If everyone had a good lock 
on your door and locked it, you’d have 
far less burglary. That’s the simple fact. 

“Burglary matters, but 750 people 
being seriously injured or killed every 
year matters a hell of a lot more to me. 
Preventing road casualties is probably 


more tractable as a problem than bur¬ 
glary. So what do we really care about? 
That’s the debate.” 

Mr Alston claims one way to tackle 
crimes like burglary, in which forensics 
often prove fruitless, is to improve the 
county’s CCTV coverage. He has 
already ordered this be done on Canvey 
Island after a spate of armed robberies. 

He tells me the state of many CCTV 
systems is ‘tragic’. “In this day and age 
there’s no excuse,” he says. “You can get 
really high quality, inexpensive systems. 

“I don’t want more cameras, but I 
want the ones we’ve got to be better 
used. We should be driving up the stan¬ 
dards of that. A lot of money, I think, 
frankly, in years gone by, has been 
wasted on it.” 

Updated CCTV is one of several ini¬ 
tiatives Mr Alston is planning. 

Another plan is to hold two meetings 
per year in each of the county’s 14 dis¬ 
tricts, which he will chair, to discuss 
local issues. 

“Policing has to be more targeted,” he 
says. “We need to identify where the 
problems are and get the officers to 
those areas. We need to improve com¬ 
munication between public and police. 
There is a distance there. 

“People talk about wanting cops back 
in the community but it’s not visibility 
that matters, it’s relationships. When 
people know and trust their local offi¬ 
cers, they share information. That can 
solve, sometimes, quite serious crimes.” 


Alston: Charity 
bag thefts are 
not a priority 

Nick Alston has turned down a request 
to make charity bag thefts a police 
priority. 

He rebuffed a request from the Charity 
Retail Association to prioritise the 
thefts, telling them he did not like their 
business model. 

He said: “I said, sorry, no, and in fact, 
I think you’ve got a really bad business 
model. Your business model is to put a 
high value item in your front garden for 
collection - and you’re surprised when 
somebody comes along and nicks it. 

“You can be disappointed that some¬ 
one comes along and nicks it. But don’t 
be surprised.” 

Mr Alston, a former security adviser to 
Goldman Sachs, said his focus would be 
crime prevention. 

He said: “My driving ambition is to 
drive down crime. It’s the only thing 
really that matters. I want there to be less 
victims.” 

He said in many cases the best course 
of action would be for residents and 
businesses to take precautions against 
potential crimes. 

He said: “Crimes are about opportuni¬ 
ty. You didn’t have shoplifting when you 
went into a shop and everything was 
behind the counter. Now the temptation 
is dreadful. 

“I met the manager of a shopping cen¬ 
tre and he said their tolerance was 
£10,000 per week in that one store, for 
shrinkage. 

“It must be as easy as pie to nick stuff 
from that shop. 

“I’m bracing myself to have that dis¬ 
cussion because on one level, here I am 
trying to get great police effort to stop 
shoplifting, and on the other hand are all 
these shops with all this stuff that is actu¬ 
ally there - ‘just come and take me’.”

Benefit cheat ordered to pay back money 


A MAN who lied 
about his son to com¬ 
mit benefit fraud has 
been ordered by a 
court to pay back all 
the money he wrongly 
received. 

Ivan Pohlot, 51, 
received housing and 
council tax benefit 
after telling Southend 
Council his son was 
attending nursery. 

Magistrates in 
Southend were told 
that Pohlot, formally 
of Milton Street in the 
town, fraudulently 
completed a child 
care form in support 
of his bogus welfare 
application. 

However, the coun¬ 
cil’s corporate fraud 
team later discovered 
his son had never 
attended the nursery. 

When interviewed 
under caution Pohlot, 
who was wrongly 
paid £5,888.76 in 
housing benefit and 
£24.20 in council tax 
benefit, immediately 
admitted what he had 
done. 


Pohlot, who admit¬ 
ted a charge of dis¬ 
honestly providing a 
false statement, was 
ordered to repay the 
wrongly claimed ben¬ 
efits in total. 

He was also granted 
a conditional dis¬ 
charge for 18 months 
and ordered to pay 
prosecution costs of 
£ 100 . 

Executive councillor 


for corporate support 
services, Andrew 
Moring, said any 
attempt to abuse the 
benefit system is 
taken very seriously. 

He said: “The 
Council is fully com¬ 
mitted to paying bene¬ 
fits to residents who 
have legitimate claims 
and genuine needs.

Mitchell’s, legs buckled under 
her when she was holding 
onto the breakfast bar in the 
kitchen at her home in 
Eastwood Road, Rayleigh. 

Lily, nine, also noticed her 
mother’s speech had become 
slurred and grabbed her 
mobile phone to dial for an 
ambulance. 

Thanks to her quick-think¬ 
ing and the help of a neigh¬ 
bour, Jenny, 47, was rushed to 
Southend Hospital in time to 
have life-saving clot-busting 
drugs and is now making a 
good recovery on the acute 
stroke unit. 

Lily’s dad, Alan, had 


already left for work leaving 
mum and daughter alone 
when the drama unfolded. 

Lily, a pupil at Wyburns pri¬ 
mary school, Rayleigh, said 
her mum was not speaking 
properly. 

She said: “She could not say 
her words right and one side 
of her face was drooping.” 

Stroke consultant, Dr 
Devesh Sinha, said it was a 
severe stroke and Jenny 
avoided death or serious dis¬ 
ability by getting to hospital 
quickly for a rapid angiogram 
and clot-busting drug. 

Dr Sinha said: “A subse¬ 
quent scan has shown we 
were able to prevent a lot of 
brain damage - and it is all 
down to the quick thinking of 
her daughter Lily. 

“We have continued to pro¬ 


mote the face and arm weak¬ 
ness and speech difficulties 
message to alert people to 
stroke, and it is heartening to 
see that a nine-year-old girl 
acted on this to save her 
mother’s life.” 

From her hospital bed, 
Jenny, a professional photog¬ 
rapher, said: “I had been suf¬ 
fering a lot of migraine and 
sinus trouble and thought it 
was due to that, so I did not 
want to make a fuss. 

“I am so proud of Lily. The 
doctors have told me it is a 
miracle I am as well as I am.” 

A big family holiday to 
spend Christmas and New 
Year in Florida has had to be 
cancelled. But Lily is not at 
all disappointed and just 
looking forward to getting her 
mum back home. 


Keep fire safe this Christmas 


ESSEX Fire and Rescue is warning people to 
take extra care over the Christmas period. 

It is a little known fact that Christmas is the 
time of year when there are more injuries than 
ever caused by fire in the home. 

As the decorations go up so do the risks of 
fire in the home, as people will be putting can¬ 
dles and other highly flammable decorations 
up. 

This means that many will be running the risk 
of becoming part of the December fire death 
toll, which accounts for 10 per cent of all fire 
deaths. 

The service is advising people to follow 12 
simple steps everyone can make sure that they 
and their families are safe and sound through¬ 
out the Christmas period to ring in the new year. 

■ Check your Christmas tree lights conform to 
the British Standard. Always use an RCD on 
outdoor electrical equipment which is a safety 
device that can save lives by instantly switching 
off the power. 

■ Never place candles near your Christmas tree 
or furnishings. Don't leave them burning unat¬ 
tended. 

■ Make sure your family and visitors staying 
for the festive period know what to do in an 


emergency. Practice a fire escape plan. 

■ Decorations can burn easily - Don't attach 
them to lights or heaters. 

■ Switch off electrical appliances when not in 
use, unless they’re designed to stay on. Take 
special care with Christmas lights. Always 
switch off and unplug Christmas lights before 
you go to bed. 

■ Celebrate Christmas and New Year safely. 
The risk of accidents, especially in the kitchen, 
is greater after alcohol is consumed. 

■ Most fires start in the kitchen - never leave 
cooking unattended. 

■ If you are planning to celebrate with fire¬ 
works, store them in a metal box, read the 
instructions, never go back to a lit firework and 
keep a bucket of water nearby. 

■ Make sure cigarettes are completely extin¬ 
guished. 

■ Check the battery in your smoke alarm every 
week and use Christmas as a reminder to clean 
it and remove dust. 

■ Keep candles, lighters and matches out of 
reach of children. 

■ Take the time to check on elderly relatives 
and neighbours this Christmas - make sure they 
are fire safe.

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Christmas Origins 


Songs and superstitions 



APART from eating, singing is another 
very ancient form of celebrating a spe¬ 
cial occasion and Carol singing is prob¬ 
ably one of the best known of the 
Christmas customs. The original 
singers were the waits who went from 
house to house in the last two cen¬ 
turies, singing for alms and Christmas 
fare. 

They in turn may have had their ori¬ 
gins in the watchmen who, at 
Christmas would sing festive songs in 
the hope of gifts of money in reward for 
their diligent awakenings throughout 
the year. At a time when possession of 
a clock was an unimaginable luxury for 
most ordinary folk, their services were 
essential for those who had to rise to 
attend their labours. 

The title wait or wayte, is one of great 
antiquity that was given to some mem¬ 
bers of a band of minstrels who 
replaced the ancient minstrel-chroni¬ 
cler in royal houses and who had 
access to the royal bed chamber in 
order to sing or play to the monarch 
when requested to do so. In fact 
Burney in his ‘History of Music’, quotes 
from the ‘liber niger domus regis’ of 

ALONG with customs and traditions of 
Christmas, many of the accompanying 
superstitions have descended to us, it is 
widely believed, from pre-history. 

They have simply been adopted and 
adapted by succeeding societies, 
Christianity being but the last in a long line 
of ‘adoptive parents’. The word supersti¬ 
tion itself means an irrational fear of the 
unknown or mysterious. 

The development of superstitions was 
a way our ill-educated ancestors coped 
with and explained the natural and unex¬ 
pected phenomena of everyday living. 
They were also hopeful beliefs for the 
future at a time when for everyone the 


Edward IV’s time as proof that the 
wayte was in fact the origin of the 
municipal watchman, so the tradition 
has really come almost full circle. 

The carols themselves mostly origi¬ 
nate from the 13th century. In those 
days they were merely popular songs 
with no specific connection with the 
Nativity or any religious themes. The 
word in fact derives from the Old 
French ‘carole’ meaning a dance with a 
song. Many did begin life as ring 
dances which explains the repeated 
choruses many of them have. 

Most of the original festive songs 
were lost during the Puritanical prohibi¬ 
tions of the Commonwealth and for the 
two hundred years from then until 
Victorian times, they remained in the 
domain of simple country folk. They 
were generally adopted by the 
Victorians in their search for ‘Olde 
Englande'. The most popular of today’s 
carols come from that time and the 
years since. 

The first Nativity plays, probably 
began life in Medieval times in church¬ 
es as a means of demonstrating the 
Christmas story to folk who in the 

future was a huge uncertainty. That such 
beliefs are still with us is an indication of 
the thin veneer of civilisation that rests 
over us all. 

Many farmers in both Derbyshire and 
Devonshire, still believe if the sun shines 
through the apple trees on Christmas 
Day, a heavy crop can be expected. 
Bread baked on Christmas Eve and 
Christmas Day was until comparatively 
recent times, believed to be a remedy for 
diarrhoea and dysentery. It was often 
dried, powdered and put away for medi¬ 
cinal purposes during the year. 

It was once the custom to burn a huge 
candle over the fireplace for the twelve 


main, could neither read nor write. The 
actors would have been adults and real 
animals would have been brought into 

days of Christmas. Ill-fortune was 
thought to follow if the candle inadver¬ 
tently went out. St. Johns College at 
Oxford still observes this custom. 

Over the years it has been widely 
believed cattle will turn to the east at mid¬ 
night on Christmas Eve. 

In Herefordshire it was thought only 
seven-year-old beasts would do this since 
that was said to be the age of the cattle in 
the stable at the birth of Christ. Other 
farming communities severally believed 
cattle would kneel at midnight and tem¬ 
porarily gain the power of speech. 

It was however said to be fatal to see or 
hear this phenomenon so conveniently 


play to further illustrate the story. Today 
of course the Nativity play holds a firm 
place in schools and the performances 

no-one ever lived to tell the tale. Sit 
beneath a pine tree on Christmas Eve at 
midnight and you’ll hear the angels sing. 
Beware though, this is as dangerous as 
hearing the cattle talk and you won’t be 
long for this world if you do. Nor will you 
live long after hearing the Christmas song 
of bees in their hives or angels singing 
mass in a coal mine at this time of year. 

To be born on Christmas Day is espe¬ 
cially lucky, in Lincolnshire such children 
are still thought to possess psychic pow¬ 
ers, and in parts of East Anglia many con¬ 
sider them to be healers. 

Our ancestors widely believed that evil 
spirits were particularly dangerous during 


will be familiar to most parents. 

At Christmas it is the custom in 
Glastonbury, to cut a spray from the 
famous thorn, said to have been raised 
by St Joseph of Arimathaea from a 
splinter from Christ’s Cross. The spray 
is then sent to the Oueen for her 
Christmas table. Another Holy Thorn 
resides at Orcop in Herefordshire and 
is said to be a descendent of the par¬ 
ent tree at Glastonbury. 

The Yule log is thought to have come 
from Scandinavian invaders who 
burned it at the winter solstice in hon¬ 
our of their pagan gods. The chosen 
huge log was dragged home from the 
forest by the young men of the family. It 
was received with due ceremony at the 
door by the head of the household, 
and a libation poured over it. It was 
then decorated, handled only by those 
with freshly washed hands and, over a 
period of days, burned almost away. A 
remnant was always retained to light 
the fire the following year and the 
ashes were sprinkled on the fields to 
ensure a successful harvest. Coal and 
central heating have all but banished 
this colourful tradition. 

the depths of winter, however, Christmas 
Eve and Christmas Day had such a holy 
aura that evil spirits had no power to 
harm and it was quite safe to wander 
abroad even at night. 

All over Britain it was believed ancestral 
spirits returned to their homes on 
Christmas Day and for this reason the 
home had to be sparkling clean and tidy 
to receive them. The visitation was 
thought to take place while the family 
were at the Christmas morning service, 
so doors were left open and food on the 
table for their meal. One wonders how 
many tramps enjoyed a jolly good free 
Christmas meal as a result of this belief?

GIFTS for youngsters these days are often age specific. 

If you buy toys from reputable sources they usually carry 
a recommendation to the targeted age group.

There is after 
all, only so much that can be done with a doll or a toy 
car.

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Christmas Origins 


How the tree came to 
be an Xmas tradition 

THE origin of the Christmas tree as we know it dates from the 
mid-1800s. In 1841, Queen Victoria and Prince Albert had 
one placed at the gates of Windsor Castle. It was a tradition 
the Prince imported from his German homeland when he 
came to be Victoria’s consort. 

The royal tree however, was not the first to be erected in 
Britain. There are records of a tree erected in Queen 
Caroline’s household in 1821 and another three in 1829 in 
Penshanger. All were decorated in honour of children’s par¬ 
ties held at the royal palaces. In Manchester however, the tra¬ 
dition was already quite widespread, having been introduced 
by an enclave of German immigrants. 

Indeed Christmas trees were to be found anywhere where 
Germans settled in the country. The Windsor tree really made 
the custom fashionable amongst the nobility and wealthy. 

Christmas trees in fact followed Germanic migrants wher¬ 
ever they decided to settle and it is pretty certain that America 
saw Christmas trees before Britain did. They were intro¬ 
duced, again by German settlers, and by the Hessian soldiers 
in George Ill’s army when they were set up in their camps dur¬ 
ing the American War of Independence. 

By the 1850s the tree had almost completely supplanted 
the ‘Kissing Bough’. It was decorated with ribbons, rosettes, 
sweets, red apples and candles, and a bunch of mistletoe 
was suspended from its centre under which young members 
of the household were expected to kiss and celebrate the 
season. 

The real origin of the tree itself is not at all clear. There is a 
record of one erected in Strasbourg in 1605. Martin Luther 
has been credited with its invention in the 16th century by 
some. It is said that on his journey home one night, he saw 
the stars twinkling through the branches of the forest trees 
and thought how beautiful they would look if translated into a 
tree erected at home lit with candles. Others believe it was 
either St. Maternus or St. Boniface on a missionary tour who 
stopped a human sacrifice, substituting instead a small fir tree. 

This would place the first Christmas tree around the 4th or 
8th century AD. The most likely explanation is that a felled fir 
formed the central part of some pre-historical pagan cere¬ 
mony and has, like many another ritual or tradition, been 
adapted over the centuries to suit whatever religious belief 
was in vogue at the time. 

Actually the Christmas tree has only become acceptable in 
churches since the late 1800s. It was to begin with, a strictly 
secular custom that spread out from the home. Its place of 
honour in town centres was a focus for carol singing and 
other seasonal festivities. In churches it eventually became 
the place where gifts for the poor could be left for distribution. 


History of the panto

TRADITIONALLY we should enjoy 
the pantomime ‘on the evening 
next after Christmas night 1 . So 
wrote T. K. Hervey in his very 
detailed account of British 
Christmas festivities that he pub¬ 
lished in 1888. 

According to this source, the 
pantomime actually came to us 
from Italy where it was a pro¬ 
gramme of tableaux, singing, 
dancing and mimed entertainment 
the characters of which were, like 
our mummers’ plays, a mixture of 
pagan and Christian traditions. 

The Harlequinade was the earli¬ 
est pantomime performed and 
was peopled by such characters 
as Harlequin himself, who was a 
personification of the god 
Mercury, in his traditional wand 
and cap we can see the god’s 
caduceus and petasus. His 
sweetheart Columbine represents 
Psyche, Mercury’s doomed lover. 

The clown or Pantaloon probably 
represent Charon the boatman of 
the underworld who rowed the 
dead across the river Styx. Mr. 
Punch with his hump back, big 
head and long nose was probably 
the Roman figure called Maccus. 
Here we can see how the Punch 
and Judy show came about. It was 
just a variation of the Christmas 
Panto as a puppet show, designed 
for one man to operate. 

The Italian panto was actually a 
richer, longer, more complex and 
bawdier production. There was no 
silent mime here. 

It involved burlesque, buffoon¬ 
ery, joke telling, slap-stick, satire 
on news stories of the times, 
singing, dancing, acrobatics, jug¬ 
gling, magic and anything else 
they could think of as long as it 
involved general fast action. 


The most popular Italian 
pantomime performers became 
famous and rich, and were promi¬ 
nent members of polite society. 
They were certainly supported 
by even wealthier patrons who 
considered it an honour to 
do so. Louis XIII even ennobled 
some of them. 

The heyday of Italian Pantomime 
was in the mid 1500s. It came to 
Britain at the turn of the 17th/18th 
centuries. By the end of the 18th 
century the Harlequinade had 
changed somewhat and was 
beginning to more nearly resemble 
its Italian origin and, incidentally, 
the shows we now expect to see 
at this time of year. Mother Goose 
was one of the early nursery 
rhyme figures to star in a perfor¬ 
mance and probably the most 
famous. 

A ‘revival’ was put on at the 
Haymarket in 1808 with an addi¬ 
tional scene depicting the burning 
of Covent Garden Theatre. 

In the custom of the times, this 
production was so realistic, many 
of the audience decamped in the 
belief their own theatre was actu¬ 
ally on fire. 

The clown Grimaldi was a popu¬ 
lar performer in pantomime. The 
politician D’lsraeli was addicted to 
it. Pantomime in those days was 
strictly an adult entertainment that 
has progressed to being a family 
show which is probably how it 
developed originally. 

Today it is almost unique to the 
UK and is almost entirely unknown 
in Italy. Indeed like so many of our 
other adopted traditions and cus¬ 
toms, it is now considered 
typically and completely British, 
an entertainment tourists come 
especially to see.

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Christmas Origins 


The story behind the card 



THE story of the invention of the Christmas 
card is by no means a clear one. It is more 
than possible the idea came almost sponta¬ 
neously to several people at the same time. 

Whose idea was the actual one to take 
hold of the public’s imagination however is a 
good question and several people are cred¬ 
ited with this particular aspect of the festive 
season. 

A printer’s apprentice, one William Egley 
may have been first with a design. He 
printed and sold a few hundred cards, his 
first example resides in the British Museum. 
Unfortunately the date is almost indecipher¬ 
able and may read either 1842 or 1849. 

Another early contender is a Newcastle 
clergyman, Edward Bradley. He sent out a 
large number of lithographed Christmas 
greetings in 1844. However, that same year, 
the head of Birmingham’s School of Design, 
W. A. Dobson sent a number of hand- 
painted cards to his friends. 

Then an artist, J. C. Horsley actually 
designed a pictorial card in 1843 at the 
request of a certain Sir Henry Cole, who had 
the design commercially produced for sale in 
1846. A thousand copies of this work were 
sold at what was at the time, the princely 
sum of one shilling. 

From then until 1870, the fashion gathered 
in popularity and has remained an obligatory 
tradition to this very day. 

These cards came into being however, very 
much as a result of the institution of the 
postal service in 1840. Before that, it was a 
ponderous business getting letters of any 
sort to their destinations. 

Reliance had to be placed on the mail 
coaches that passed up and down the 
country on roughly regular timetables. 

Before 1840 however, Christmas greetings 
of a sort were written and exchanged 


between friends and relatives of an informal 
and handwritten kind. 

In the 18th century it was a custom to 
send verses of a complimentary nature to 
special friends. The verses were composed 
specifically for the recipient and very much 
personalized, containing very personal refer¬ 
ences. Schoolboys returning home from 
school for the Christmas holiday would also 
bring ‘Christmas Pieces’ for their parents. 
These usually comprised carefully written 


messages, elaborately illuminated and hand- 
painted. The calligraphy naturally was an 
important part of the composition and was 
no doubt also an indication to the parents of 
their son’s progress in writing. Special sta¬ 
tionery was produced for these purposes, 
and large amounts were sold. 

The card custom was adopted by the USA 
toward the end of the 19th century and 
became as popular there as it was in Britain. 

Designs have changed over the years but 


the most abiding character is the robin, a 
pre-Christian symbol of life-giving fire that 
was greatly revered. From the Americas has 
come another, similar symbol, the poinsettia. 
Mexican legend tells of a poor child, ridiculed 
by his fellows because he could only give a 
colourless, wild plant to his church for its 
seasonal decorations. The Virgin Mary is said 
to have turned it red to save his embarrass¬ 
ment and it has been a Christmas symbol 
ever since.

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Did you know when the 
first cracker was pulled? 




CRACKERS might seem to be traditional 
items for Christmas but they are a com¬ 
paratively recent invention. The invention 
of the cracker, the symbol of party jollity 
that can be found all year round at festivi¬ 
ties and celebrations, was in fact specifi¬ 
cally invented with Christmas in mind. 

Its conception was, like so many really 
successful aspects of life, very much an 
amalgamation of chance, commercial 
necessity and inventiveness. 

The ‘Bangs of Expectation’ as they were 
called at one point, began life as sugar 
almonds wrapped in colourful twists of 
paper and sold in French sweet shops. 
They were seen by a baker of cakes, one 
Thomas Smith, while visiting an exhibition 
in France in 1847. 

Mr Smith was charmed by this novel 
idea and because English sweets were 
never sold wrapped in those days, he 
imported it, marketed the wrapped bon¬ 
bons that very Christmas and was 
amazed by the success of his enterprise. 
The following year he inserted a love 
motto in the twist of paper and again took 
shoppers by storm. His imported idea 
was a runaway success. 

Being a resourceful chap and realising 
that originality was the reason for his suc¬ 
cess, he next added a small novelty or 
trinket into the little parcel and again suc¬ 
cess was his. However, he knew the 
attraction would eventually wear off. 

While he was pondering the next varia¬ 


tion on the theme, sitting at his fireside, 
the story has it, a log moved, crackled 
and let loose a flurry of sparks. This was 
the final touch he had been seeking. If 


instead of unwrapping the sweets, they 
could be pulled open with a cheerful 
‘crack', he felt sure his fortune would be 
made. 


Inventing a safe method of inserting the 
bang into the wrappings was not easy 
and he experienced many false starts. It 
took two years but, he eventually solved 
the problem and, in 1860 his ‘Bangs of 
Expectation’ were launched onto a very 
appreciative market. The rest as they say, 
is history. 

Those early crackers were small affairs 
some 6 inches long. They were popularly 
known as ‘cosaques’ because they 
reminded people of the crack made by 
Cossack whips as they rode their horses 
through Paris during the Franco-Prussian 
war. The name bon-bon however, 
remained for many years and there are 
still elderly folk who refer to crackers in 
this way. 

Many people copied the idea because 
the Laws of Copyright were very much in 
their infancy. Few however made them as 
well or as successfully as Tom Smith’s 
company which stayed ahead of the 
game by constant innovation and atten¬ 
tion to quality. 

The company is no longer in family 
hands and many companies around the 
world now produce this festive article. 

Tom Smith still exists as a company how¬ 
ever, in spite of several take-overs and the 
odd management buy out. Based in Nor¬ 
wich, its festive products remain the best 
known of all Christmas novelties. In short, 
the history of Tom Smith’s original idea is 
the history of the Christmas Cracker.

They could have called this An 
Evening With Ken Dodd, 
though given his fondness for 
epic gigs, An Evening and 
Morning With would be closer 
the mark. Back in 1994, the 
much-missed Frank Carson, 
Jeremy Beadle and Mollie 
Sugden were among the 
famous faces tickled by the 
eponymous funnyman, along 
with David Hamilton (surely 
present because of his ‘Diddy’ 
nickname). Doddy was in his 
sixties at the time, but was as 
sharp as comics half his age 
with a string of one-liners 
which left the audience in 
hysterics. As anyone who’s 
ever been to an epic Dodd gig 
will know, there’s an element 
of benign Stockholm 
syndrome involved - that 
strange occurrence in which 
the kidnapped warm to their 
abductors - and this 75-minute 
rib-tickler proves to be perfect 
family entertainment as there 
isn’t a swear word or smutty 
innuendo on the agenda. ‘I 
won’t swear, I won’t get 
personal and I won’t slag off 
the establishment, and it still 
gets the laughs,’ he said at the 
time. ‘I don’t have to do this 
so-called alternative comedy. 
What is the alternative to 
funny? Usually it is blue 
humour.’

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Fiesta forever

F ord’s latest Fiesta looks 
very different to that 
which has gone before 
but it’s probably not as radi¬ 
cal under the skin as you 
might expect. Still, the intro¬ 
duction of the excellent 1.0- 
litre three-cylinder Ecoboost 
engine is extremely wel¬ 
come. 

Certain realities exist in the 
supermini market. The addi¬ 
tional cost of diesel engines 
rarely makes them big sell¬ 
ers, so this is where the 
state of the art in petrol 
engines is often played out. 
Right now, Ford's 1.0-litre 
Ecoboost three-cylinder unit 
is looking like it might just be 
in the box seat. It's available 
in both 100 and 125PS 
guises and it's already been 
a big hit in the Focus, win¬ 
ning the 2012 International 
Engine of the Year award 
along the way. 

The Fiesta has long been 
one of the very best super¬ 
minis to drive. Expect that 
still to be the case, even 


though here, the underbody 
changes are relatively few. 
Ford has developed new 
chassis and suspension 
components to improve the 
ride quality and refinement 
of the car and further refined 
the Ford Electronic Power 
Assisted Steering system. 

That massive trapezoidal 
front grille might have a few 
people looking twice and 
wondering whether an Aston 
Martin Cygnet is attempting 
an overtake. So yes, it's cer¬ 
tainly distinctive - but not an 
unattractive feature and 
something that works well 
with the Fiesta’s shape. 

There's more storage room 
too. A new central arm-rest 
also provides additional 
cubby space and the door 
pockets are larger and more 
practical. If you're going to 
be using the back seats reg¬ 
ularly, opt for the five-door 
version: in the three-door, 
the windows are small and 
set high up, so light isn't 
abundant. 

Like most superminis, this 
Fiesta sells in the £10,000 to 


£18,000 bracket - and 
there's a pretty typical £600 
premium if you want to 
progress from the three- 
door to the five-door 
bodystyle. 

At the top of the range, 
Titanium variants are very 
well equipped and there's 
an ECOnetic version also on 
offer. Even ritzier are the 
Titanium-X models. These 
feature the Keyfree system, 
partial leather and include a 
SONY DAB stereo. 

As for equipment, well, 
even entry-level Fiestas 
come with stability control, 
anti-lock brakes, seven 
airbags, a CD player with 
controls on the steering 
wheel, central locking and 
electric heated mirrors. 

There are nice touches too: 
we particularly liked the 
EasyFuel cap-less refuelling 
system. 

One intriguing innovation is 
MyKey, a segment-first tech¬ 
nology feature that allows 
parents to limit the speed of 
the car. Plus it prevents the 
driver from deactivating 


safety technologies such as 
Electronic Stability Control 
and the Active City Stop 
low-speed collision avoid¬ 
ance system. It can even 
cap the volume level of the 
stereo in order to encourage 
safer driving. 

The Fiesta has always 
been a bit of a star where 
running costs are con¬ 
cerned. When the engines 
used to be a bit off the 
pace, the asking prices were 
low. Now that the Fiesta has 
some of the most fuel effi¬ 
cient engines in the sector, 
the list prices of the cars are 
a little higher - but to com¬ 
pensate, residual values 
have improved in turn. The 
1.0-litre EcoBoost engine 
returns some excellent fig¬ 
ures with the more powerful 
125PS version returning a 
stellar 65.7mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle and registering 
just 99g/km - which means 
free road tax and no London 
congestion charge. 

In fact what's remarkable 
about this improved Fiesta 
range is how so many mod¬ 
els go below lOOg/km. It's 
now the exception where 
you find a variant in this line¬ 
up that puts out more than 
the ton, especially as you 
ascend the range and leave 
the older engines behind. 


The 1.5 TDCi 75PS, the 1.6 
TDCi 95PS and all versions 
of the 1.0-litre engine all fall 
below lOOg/km. The 
ECOnetic diesel registers 
just 87g/km and a com¬ 
bined economy figure of 
85.7mpg. Even the 180PS 
1.6-litre petrol Fiesta ST hot 
hatch manages 139g/km of 
C02. 

The Ford Fiesta has always 
been a vehicle that the 
British public has warmed 
to. There's an unpretentious 
quality to it and a focus on 
providing the things that 
really matter to small car 
buyers - fun handling, an 
affordable asking price, low 
running costs and decent 
accommodation and space. 
Now you can add strong 


safety provision and low 
emissions to that list as well. 
The latest car has a polish 
and self belief that we've 
never seen from the Fiesta 
before. In short, this blue 
collar car has made good. 

Highlights? It's tough to 
know where to start. 

Thel .0-litre Ecoboost engine 
is undoubtedly the ace in 
the hole, but don't overlook 
the ECOnetic diesel either. 
The Powershift transmission 
is worth investigation too, 
especially if you're driving in 
town and want to give the 
clutch leg a rest. With some 
genuinely intriguing safety 
and communications sys¬ 
tems, this improved Fiesta 
looks set to stay at number 
one for some time yet.

Sturrock takes the

Southend United 


SOUTHEND United kept up their unbeat¬ 
en run with a goalless draw at Fleetwood 
Town on Saturday. 

The Blues are unbeaten in ten, seven in 
the league, to remain in the play-off places. 

They did have the ball in the net on two 
occasions, but efforts from Anthony Strak- 
er and Marc Laird were ruled out in the 
first half. 

Blues brought in Gavin Tomlin, Laird 
and Straker into the side as Barry Corr, 
David Martin and suspended Michael Tim¬ 
lin made way following their midweek win 
over Brentford. 

The match was Graham Alexander’s first 
game in charge of Fleetwood following the 
sacking of Nicky Mellon last week, howev¬ 
er it was the Blues who threatened first as 
Britt Assombalonga crossed for Straker to 
put the ball home, but the assistant refer¬ 
ee’s flag was up for offside. 

Junior Brown had a chance for the Cod 
Army but his header bounced up and over 
the bar. 

Assombalonga and Tomlin looked 
threatening once again, with the former 
seeing his 25-yard shot saved by Scott 
Davies. 


Blues were denied through the assistant 
referee’s flag for the second time near the 
end of the half, when Laird headed in Sean 
Clohessy’s cross, but the ball was adjudged 
to have gone over the line. 

Fleetwood did have a chance to go into 
half-time ahead but Paul Smith saved 
Steven Gillespie’s header. 

The second half had its fair share of 
chances but both sides could not find a 
way through. 

Straker had a great opportunity to put 
Blues ahead after good play from Tomlin 
but put his effort wide, while Smith had to 
top over Barry Nicholson’s header. 

Corr came on for Straker with 20 min¬ 
utes to go and had several chances. How¬ 
ever, his header from Kevan Hurst’s corner 
went wide and Davies kept out his toe- 
poke. 

Blues boss Paul Sturrock said: “Maybe 
we weren’t at the top of our game. We’ve 
created a few chances and then had to 
make some good saves as well - one at the 
end of the first half and two or three after 
the break. 

“The exuberance of having a new man¬ 
ager showed in Fleetwood. It wasn’t an 
easy place to come. We will have wanted 
the three, but we’ll take the one.”

Warner entered into UK baseball’s Hall of Fame 


Baseball 


AN ESSEX baseball legend has been 
inducted into the British Baseball 
Hall of Fame in recognition of more 
than 50 years of service developing 
the sport in the UK. 

Terry Warner, father of leading 
Redbacks Baseball & Softball pitch¬ 
er Vince, first started playing in his 
late 20s, but quickly took to the sport 
and helped the Thames Board Mills, 
based in Purfleet. 

In almost 20 years with the team, 
he helped the side win two National 
titles and countless other trophies, 
and was able to help Vince make his 
senior debut as a 13-year-old in 
1974. 

Alongside playing, Terry also 
took up coaching duties and after 
joining the Croydon Bluejays, he 
was also instrumental in guiding the 



team from south London 
National crown. 

Arguably Terry’s finest hour came 
in 1967, at the European Baseball 
Championships. With the Great 
Britain team rank outsiders, few 
expected much of them, but the 
young-at-heart Warner defied his 
years and, at 40, turned in one of the 


best ever pitching displays seen in 
international baseball in Europe. 
Through nine innings he allowed 
only two runs, striking out 14 
Swedish batters as the GB team won 
3-2 and picked up a silver medal - 
their best ever performance at the 
Championships. 

Such was Terry’s quality on the 
mound that at a later tournament in 
1982, at the age of 55, he was asked 
to keep French bats quiet in another 
international campaign. Although he 
was ultimately unsuccessful, it was 
not through lack of skill and desire, 
something that he brought to British 
baseball throughout his career. 

His efforts both on and off the 
field have been formally recognised 
by the British Baseball Hall of Fame 
as he joins the latest group of 
inductees. 

Everyone in the BBHoF is recog¬ 


nised for their contributions to the 
development of the sport in the UK 
or abroad. 

Vince Warner, who led the Essex 
Redbacks to a runners-up trophy and 
regional title in 2012, was delighted 
at the BBHoF’s decision to elect his 
father to the fraternity. 

He said: “I’m so proud that my 
dad’s been recognised for his work in 
British baseball. Few will have com¬ 
piled a record as successful as his on 
the field, while even fewer have 
given so much time and effort to 
developing the sport when not on the 
diamond. 

“He was the reason I got into 
baseball and have achieved so much 
in the game, and he inspired so many 
others around him to get involved 
and continue to grow the sport here 
in Essex and the south east and 
across the UK.”

Southend enter 
relegation zone 

SOUTHEND’S relegation worries in National 
Two South continued following their 15-22 home 
defeat to Redruth on Saturday. 

It was the same story for Southend as they start¬ 
ed strongly but ran out of steam. 

After an early penalty from Alan Paul Thirlby 
for the hosts, Southend scored two tries through 
Mark Billings, with Jack Jones kicking one con¬ 
version to put them 12-3 ahead after 19 minutes. 

Redruth hit back five minutes later with a con¬ 
verted try through Thomas Duncan, but Jones 
extended Southend’s lead with a penalty on 29 
minutes to make it 15-10. 

However that was as good as it was going to get 
for Southend as Redruth took a 15-17 lead into 
half-time following Craig Bonds’ try. 

The visitors scored the only try in the second 
half through Duncan to take the spoils. 

The results drop Southend into the relegation 
zone, two points behind Lydney. 

Thurrock suffered their sixth consecutive 
defeat in National Three London & South East, 
losing 30-10 at Bishop’s Stortford. 

Mike Stanley scored their only try of the match, 
with Frankie Neale kicking a conversion and 
penalty. However Thurrock conceded four tries to 
continue their poor form. 

Westcliff remain in the bottom three after their 
crucial relegation fixture against Gravesend 20- 
5. 

Tries from Adam Bishop and Scott Curie, with 
extras from Chris Meddings and David 
McMurties put Gravesend ahead 17-0 after 71 
minutes. 

It was two minutes later before Westcliff regis¬ 
tered points on the board with Seb Reynolds 
going over the line, however Ben McKeith 
missed the conversion and Meddings adding a 
late penalty to put Gravesend seven points clear 
of Westcliff above the drop zone. 

In London One North, Eton Manor remain in 
second place and in the play-off spot following 
their 19-13 victory over Old Haberdashers. 

Rochford Hundred slipped to the bottom after 
going down 25-27 to Diss, while Basildon drop 
into the relegation zone as they lost 17-24 to 
Ruislip who went above them.

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Around six million real Christmas trees are sold in the UK every year; and 
unfortunately, many of these are still thrown away when the Christmas season 
comes to an end. 


Landfill tax is charged for every tonne 
of waste sent to landfill. This tax 
increases by £8 per tonne each year 
and this year it is now £64 per tonne. 
With over 37,000 tonnes of waste 
expected to end up in landfill this 
year, the cost in landfill tax alone will 
be over £2.3 million! Next year, with 
the tax increasing to £72 per tonne, 
an additional £300,000 would need to 
be spent just to dispose of the same 
amount of household waste to landfill.
